I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  of  the  Health 
of  the  Poole  Urban  Sanitarv  District  for  the  year  ending  December 
31st,  1900. 

Population. — -Assuming  that  the  rate  of  increase  in  the  decade 
1881 — 1891  still  continues,  I  estimate  the  population  of  the  district 
to  be  18,990  to  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  19,186  to  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  Borough  Surveyor,  calculating  on  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses,  estimates  the  population  to  be  19,660.

It  will  be  noticed  that  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Power  (the 
new  Chief  Medical  Officer  to  the  Local  Government  Board),  a 
fresh  classification  of  diseases  has  been  adopted  to  that  which 
has  obtained  for  many  years.  The  new  classification  is  an 
undoubted  improvement  on  the  former  one. 

Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. — Under  this  Act  91  cer¬ 
tificates  (notifying  90  cases)  were  received  from  Medical  Practitioners 
and  only  20  notices  from  householders  or  relatives  of  persons  affected 
with  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases.

Scarlet  Fever. — As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  first  table, 
Scarlet  Fever  was  prevalent  in  a  mild  way  during  nine  months  of  the 
year.  In  several  instances  three  cases  occurred  in  the  same  house. 
The  number  of  cases  was  under  half  those  notified  in  1899.  On 
Easter  Day  a  maid-servant  was  sent  home  by  road  and  rail  to  Park- 
stone  from  Bournemouth  by  her  mistress.  The  latter  was  prosecuted 
for  “  wilfully  exposing,”  and  was  duly  fined. 

Diphtheria. — Of  the  nine  cases  of  this  disease,  two  occurred 
in  May  and  three  in  September.  Four  proved  fatal. 

Erysipelas. — The  average  number  of  these  cases  was  that 
which  has  obtained  during  the  past  seven  years. 

Enteric  Fever. — Of  the  nineteen  cases  notified,  one  occurred 
in  January,  three  in  March,  one  in  April,  two  in  May,  one  in  June, 
three  in  September,  three  in  October,  two  in  November,  and  three  in 
December.  There  was  no  localized  outbreak,  but  all  the  cases  were 
scattered  and  single.  Considering  the  nature  of  the  subsoil  exposed 
durirm  the  drainage  excavations,  and  the  offensive  subsoil  water 
pumped  out  of  the  trenches,  it  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  the 
cases  were  not  much  more  numerous.  The  possibility  and  probability 
of  “  oysters  ”  being  an  exciting  cause  was  the  subject  of  a  special 
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report.  In  four  cases  only  could  I  trace  that  they  had  been  eaten, 
viz.,  one  case  in  February,  one  in  November,  and  two  in  December. 
Three  cases  proved  fatal. 

Membranous  Croup.—  Two  cases  were  notified  :  one  in  Febru¬ 
ary,  the  other  in  May.  The  latter  proved  fatal.

1  will  now  proceed  to  review  the  Sanitary  work  done  during 
the  year. 

Scavenging ,  Flushing,  dc. — The  scavenging  and  flushing  of  the 
streets,  and  the  removal  of  the  night  soil  have  been  regularly  and 
satisfactorily  carried  out. 

Water  Supply. — The  Poole  Water  Works  Company’s  supply 
during  the  past  year  has  been  the  same,  as  regards  quantity  and 
quality,  as  in  previous  years.  During  the  whole  of  the  summer  the 
supply  was  constant.  One  sample  of  well  water,  from  Fowler’s  Lane, 
Poole,  was  submitted  to  me  for  analysis.  My  report  thereon  was 
that  it  was  absolutely  unfit  for  dietetic  or  drinking  purposes. 

Slaughter  Houses. — These  were  inspected  half-yearly  by  myself 
and  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  At  the  April  inspection  nine  were 
visited,  and  were  noted  as  follows  : — Very  good,  1  ;  good,  6;  fair,  1 ; 
dirty,  0  ;  locked,  1  ;  disused,  1.  At  the  October  inspection  nine  were 
visited  and  noted  as  follows: — Very  good,  1;  good,  4;  fair,  1; 
dirty,  0  ;  locked,  I  ;  disused,  2. 

Bakehouses. — These  were  inspected  half-yearly  by  myself  and 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  At  the  April  inspection  36  were  visited 
and  noted  as  follows  : — Very  good,  5  ;  good,  21  ;  fair,  3  ;  dirty,  3  ; 
locked,  1 ;  disused,  2.  At  the  October  inspection  34  were  visited  and 
noted  as  follows  : — Very  good,  6  ;  good,  14  ;  fair,  10  ;  dirty,  3  ; 
locked,  1 ;  disused,  0. 
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Factories  and  Workshops. — These  were  inspected  at  intervals 
during  the  year  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  and  were  found 
to  be  generally  in  good  condition. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — These  were  inspected  by  myself  and 
the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  At  the  May  inspection  22  were  visited 
and  found  in  the  following  condition  : — Very  good,  1  ;  good,  15  ; 
fair,  4  ;  dirty,  1  ;  locked,  1.  Owing  to  ill  health  I  was  unable  to 
make  my  inspection  in  November. 

Premises  in  an  Unsanitary  condition. — The  Inspector  of  Nuis¬ 
ances  has  visited  several  premises  in  an  unsanitary  condition,  besides 
all  houses  in  which  infectious  diseases  were  notified  as  occurring,  and 
gave  the  necessary  directions  for  cleansing,  &c.  My  personal  inspec¬ 
tion  was  made  in  all  cases  where  requested  by  the  Inspector.  Reports 
with  regard  to  tenements  in  Drake’s  Alley,  Poole,  and  Gray’s  Yard, 
Poole,  were  made  on  May  28th  and  June  28th. 

Unsound  Food. — In  no  instance  was  I  called  upon  to  condemn 
any  article  of  food. 

Disinfection.- — The  disinfection  of  premises  where  infectious 
diseases  were  notified  as  having  occurred  was  thoroughly  carried  out 
by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances  and  his  Assistants.  During  the 
summer  the  courts  and  alleys  of  the  town  were  cleansed  and  white¬ 
washed  as  in  previous  years. 

Nuisances. — These  were  dealt  with  ordinarily  by  the  Inspector, 
to  whom  all  complaints  were  referred  for  enquiry,  &c.  Where 
necessary,  he  appealed  to  me  for  advice  and  instructions. 

Public  Elementary  Schools. — In  no  instance  was  it  necessary 
to  close  any  of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools  on  account  of  prevalent 
epidemics. 

The  Drainage  Scheme— The  progress  of  the  drainage  works 
has  been  considerable  and  self-evident. 

In  conformity  with  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board,  I  have,  as  in  previous  years,  made  frequent  inspections  of  the 
various  parts  of  the  district. 

I  have  again  to  acknowledge  the  very  valuable  assistance 
rendered  me  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances,  Mr.  Richard  Smith,  Jun., 
who  continues  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office  with  his  usual  tact, 
thoroughness  and  courtesy.

Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  .Report  as  Port 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1900, 
and  in  so  doing  have  again  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  give  a  very 
satisfactory  account  of  the  healthy  condition  of  the  seamen  on  board 
of  the  vessels  which  have  entered  and  left  the  Port  of  Poole  during 
the  year. 

One  case  only  of  Infectious  Disease  has  been  certified,  viz., 
A  seamen  on  board  the  ship  “  L.  C.  Owen,”  wrho  was  certified  on 
May  5th  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  The  man  was  a  patient  at 
the  Cornelia  Hospital.  The  vessel  was  visited,  inspected,  and  disin¬ 
fected  by  the  Inspector. 

Deaths. — One  death  was  registered  as  having  occurred  within 
the  Port  of  Poole,  viz.,  Male,  29  years,  found  drowned  on  April  26th. 

Plague.- — In  consequence  of  an  outbreak  of  Plague  in  Glasgow, 
a  special  inspection  of  the  Port  of  Poole  was  made  by  Dr.  Copeman, 
of  the  Local  Government  Board,  who  met  the  Town  Clerk,  the 
Inspector  of  the  Port,  and  myself,  in  consultation  as  to  the  measures 
to  be  taken  in  the  event  of  any  case  of  Plague  occurring.  All  vessels 
from  Glasgow  were  specially  inspected  by  me,  viz.  : — 

i  —  September  26th,  ship  “  Saltram.”  Cargo — Coals.  Left  Glasgow  Sept.  12th. 
2 — October  25th,  ship  “  Dairy  Maid.”  Cargo— Coals.  Left  Glasgow  Oct.  4th. 

The  same  Inspections  of  Vessels  by  the  Harbour  Authorities, 
Board  of  Trade, and  Customs  Officials,  have  been  made  as  in  previous 
years.
